Victim of the Latest Tragedy Acci­

Different Stories of th# Shooting 


Are Told. 


Northport, N Y.. Ju ly 14.— Standing 
within a few feet of the spot w'here 
a little more than two years ago he 
shot and killed his father-ln-lnw, Dr. 
James Weddell Simpson, a dentist of 
New York. w in shot and perhaps ntor 
tally wounded by his m otherinlaw , 
Mrs. Hanley T. Horner, the woman 
he 
made 
a 
widow. 
Dr. 
Simpson's 
wife, from 
whom 
be has been 
es­ 
tranged for many months, was near 
when the shot was fired, but sh# did 
not witness the shooting 
Upon learn­ 
ing that it was her husband who had 
been wounded, she refused to go near 
him and Dr. Simpson had to crawl 
to a house 200 feet aw’ay to have his 
wound attended to. 
Mrs. Horner was 
later arrested and held In $5,000 ball, 
while Dr. Simpson, with the asslst- 
nn< e of two friends, made his way to 
Roosevelt hospital in New York. 
The 
bullet lodged in his liver and an Im* 
mediate operation was performed to 
extract the bullet. 
The doctors say 
that 
Dr. Simpson has only a small 
chance of recovery. 
Statements from Dr. Simpson and 
from Mrs. Horner as to th# circum­ 
stances attending 
the shooting dis­ 
agree 
The dentist says that he had 
received word that his wife intended 
to sue him for a divorce and that ho 
went to the Horner home to talk with 
her about it. 
He says he rang the 
door bell and upon receiving no re­ 
s p o n s e peered through the door pane 


Asked Her to Open the Door. 


He saw Mrs. Horner, he says, and 
called to her to open the door. 
Then, 
Dr. 
Simpson 
says, 
Mrs. 
Horner 
grablM-d up a revolver and shot him, 
Tie I aliet entered his body above !he 
abdomen and lie tell back against th# 
door sin. 
A second shot was fired at 
him. he says, but the bullet went wild. 
Mrs. 
Hom er does 
not 
deny 
the 
shooting, but she claims justification 
Through her lawyer, Rowland Mile- 
she said that Dr. Simpson had gov 
eral times < idled at the house and ' 
that his visits were unwelcome. 
When he came she says that sh* 
ordered him away, and when he re­ 
fused to go she took up a revolver 
and 
shot 
him 
Constable 
Hansen, 
w-ho arrested Simpson in 1905, when 
the dentist shot Mrs. Horner’s hus­ 
band, arrested Mrs. Horner. 
Sh# was 
charged with felonious assault. 
The second tragedy a? the Horner 
homestead is only another chapter in 
a seri*-s of unhappy domestic events 
of the past few years. 
The shooting 
of Bartley T. Horner by Dr. Simpson 
aroused the countryside in Dev-ember, 
1905. and when the dentist was put 
on trial his wife took 
th# 
witness 
stand against him. 
Mrs. Horner also 
gave damaging testimony against her 
son-in-law. 
Dr. Simpson was going 
through the manual of arms with a 
shotgun when he accidentally shot his 
father-in-law. 
After the verdict of acquittal Dr. 
Simpson resumed the practice of den­ 
tistry. 
He opened a suite of offices 
on Fifth avenue, New York, but he 
had lost many clients and of late he 
had sought financial aid. 
Mrs. Simpson said that while she 
was not present when her 
mother 
fired the shot at Dr. Simpson, she 
believed her mother absolutely justi­ 
fied and said Dr. Simpson got what 
he deserved.

The sent lug capacity of 
th'- stadium is Upwards of 70,000, and 
while ihe covered stands contained 
sections that were well filled, there 
v 'TP many vacant places. 
In fact, lf 
it had not been for the American and 
colonial contingents, which were thor** 
lo cheer their respective countrymen, 
ami the sections around 
the royal 
box, which were occupied by society, 
it would have been a very small af­ 
fair sc* tar as attendance was con 
cerned. 
In some of the events, too, the con 
test ants appeared affected by the ad­ 
verse weather conditions, but in other 
events, particularly 
the 
1,500-meter 
race, in winch the greatest interest 
centered, the men were up to their 
form and .twice Ute record for the 
distance 
was 
smashed. 
Melvin W. 
Sheppard of I he Irish-Ainerican Ath­ 
letic club o 
New York was the first 
to accomplish the trick, when, in the 
second heat, pressed hard by his team 
mate, J. P. Halstead of the New York 
Athletic club, he ran the distance in 
the splendid time of 4:08, just two- 
fifths of a second faster than that 
made by J. D. Lightbody of the U ni­ 
versity of Chicago at 
the Olympic 
games at St. Louis in 1904. 
J P. Sullivan of the Irish American 
Athletic 
club 
and 
Lightbody, 
who 
were first 
and second, respectively, 
in the first heat of this event, took 
longer to cover the distance, but they 
were not pressed. 
The best performance of the day. 
however, was that of M. F. Hallows, 
an Oxford blue, who cut a full two 
seconds off the record, much to the 
surprise of everybody, as Hallow’s has 
always been at his 
best 
at 
three 
miles, and 1,500 meters wa* consid­ 
ered too short for him. 
He is now 
thought to be the moat serious rival 
of the Americans in the final of this 
•vent.

“Th** immediate work which the gov­ 
ernment is able to perform in the 
prosecution of Iii** general Irrigation 
plan will Ii© Increased one-third,” said 
Mr. Blanchard, “by allowing the farm­ 
ers who have settled these new hinds 
to turn in their labor instead of their 
money. 
“While Hie government has a $40,- 
000,000 fund invested in this reclama­ 
tion undertaking, a large sum In the 
aggregate, hut none too big 
wheu 
spread over the large field of opera­ 
tions, the limit of capacity has been 
nenrly reached, so that the work can 
progress In vert®in directions only as 
fast as the money returns to the fund 
from those sections where the irriga­ 
tion enterprises have been completed 
and the settlers have begun to repay 
in annual Installments the cost of the 
works. 
“But while the original plan contem­ 
plated the prosecution of all the work 
by the government forces, to be paid 
for by the beneficiaries in the follow 
trig ten years, the gain Is so much 
greater when the people most inter­ 
ested can step la and actually do part 
of the work. 
The farmers gain be­ 
cause In many Instances they can give 
their services better than m;ike money 
payments, and they get the water just 
so much sooner. 
“It must be u nderstood at the outset 
that the government does not issue the 
certificates with which the water users 
are paid for their work. 
The govern­ 
ment accepts certificates for the work 
performed, Gut they are Issued by an 
Incorporated association of the water 
users themselves. 
“Tills question came up In Washing­ 
ton at the time that the currency meas­ 
ure was under consideration, and be­ 
fore the system was explained the 
question was asked, What is the use 
of the currency bill lf the government 
can Issue scrip? 
“In the Minidoka project there nre 
some 25,000 to 30,000 acres that will 
be watered now by the co-operative 
method. T ho plan has recently been In­ 
troduced In th*' Milk river project In 
Montana, where nu area equally large 
will he watered in the same way. 
“The government In this matter has 
followed the precedent established by 
many 
private 
irrigation 
companies, 
which have found the plan eminently 
successful. There Is still another and 
most important advantage certain to 
result. 
“When you turn water into a big new 
farming region of 200,000 acres or so. 
well settled bv home seekers, many of 
whom are strangers to the country nnd 
even to agricultural pursuits, you are 
bound to have disagreements unless 
you can get them working together In 
some common undertaking. 
“The question of water rights has 
given rise to more disputes than almost 
any other one thing. Here Is an oppor­ 
tunity for them all to take a hand In 
the work, to become interested in the 
success of the undertaking as a whole, 
as well as to gain employment where 
many otherwise would be idle, waiting 
for the waiter to make crops possible.”

For years E. P. House of Greeley, 
Colo., has been trying to secure a cross 
between a winter aud a spring wheat 
combining the superior qualities of 
each. 
Ile now seems assured of suc­ 
cess, as both varieties, planted In al­ 
ternate rows in his field, are flowering 
at the same time, something he has 
worked patiently for for three years. 
The aim of House Is to obtain a wheat 
which can be planted in either the 
spring or fall with good returns. 
To 
get the cross of spring wheat he cross­ 
ed the durum variety with the Egyp­ 
tian, which yields so heavily. For win­ 
ter variety he planted Defiance and 
Gold Coin. 
Farmers are much inter­ 
ested In this experiment and are con­ 
fident with House that the uew va­ 
riety will have ail the good qualities 
of the durum and other varieties, bs 
hardy enough to withstand the winter 
and yet be adapted for spring plant­ 
ing.

mulned in that state until the lad was 
fifteen.

returned to their old home their son 
entered the State Normal school and 
after a shoi t period of preparation be­ 
came a district school teacher in H ow ­ 
ard county. 
After he had succeeded 
In saving a little money he entered 
the University of Michigan as a mem­ 
ber of the freshman Huss. 
His means were not sufficient to ad 
unit of regular attendance at the uni­ 
versity, and h<* \\ iv obliged to take

bis course 
But he was resolute in 
the deter: 
’i n to obtain an educa 
tiou, and h<* permitted i.c hardship to 
turn him from bis purpose.

Successful at an Early Age. 


At a very early are Kern had de 
cided to enter the legal profession, and 
when he returned home from college 
be set about the achievement of bis 
heart’s desire without delay. 
As soon 
as he was admitted to the bar he hung 


was »o opposed to him in political 
views, and he accepted the situation 
and devoted himself to the task of 
building up his business. 
It was not 
j long until be had arrived at a legal 
j eminence * Uich seemed to him suiti- 
eiout to warrant a flight into the polit- 
| leal fleld. 
W ith this end in view he 
came out as a candidate for the legis­ 
lature and at once entered on a vigor­ 
ous campaign. 
Although the elrcurn- 
J stances of the case did not seem to Jus* 
j tlfy the experiment and all his friends 
were opposed to the venture, he ac­ 
tually came within a few votes of se­ 
curing the election. 
He carried the 
city In which he lived, but could not 
secure the country districts. 
It was 
actually a great triumph for the young 
| Democratic lawyer, and it added im­ 
mensely to his reputation as a man o 
! nerve without In any way detracting 
from liis character. 
In 1ST8 Kern was elected city attor- 
! oe\ of Kokomo, and when his term 
expired he was accorded a re-election. 
\N hile serving in this capacity he made 
an excellent record. 
During his two 
terms law and order were dominant, 
and it became a current saying in Ko­ 
komo that there was no necessity to 
bolt 1he door as long as Kern., waa on 
the watch. 
In the state election of 1884 Mr. 
I Kerti 
was 
elected 
reporter 
of 
the 
supreme court on the Democratic tick­ 
et. 
In this responsible position he 
proved most efficient und conscientious 
and won many powerful friends. 
At 
the close of his term he settled in In ­ 
dianapolis and soon 
became cloeely 
! Identified with the business interests 
I and policies of that growing capital. 
He was elected to the state senate In 
1802 and did admirable service In the 
| legislature. 
From 1807 to 1901 Mr. 
I Kern was city attorney of Indianapolis 
under Mayor Tom Taggart, the nation- 
• I chairman of the Democratic party. 
He took a very prominent part in the 
great political battle of 1896 and was 
identified with the fortuues of Mr. 
Bryan In the state of Indiana. 


Redhot Campaigner. 


The gubernatorial campaign of 1904, 
Into which Mr. Kern was practically 
drafted by party demands, left him In 
an Impaired physical condition, and he

when the shot was fired, but she did 
not witness the shooting.

been wounded, she refused to go near 
him and Dr. Simpson had to crawl 
to a bouse 200 feet aw?ay to have his 
wound attended to. 
Mrs. Horner was 
later arrested and held in $5,000 bail, 
while Dr. Simpson, with the assist­ 
ance of two friends, made his way to 
Roosevelt hospital iii New York. 
The 
bullet lodged in his liver and an im­ 
mediate operation was performed to 
extract the bullet. 
The doctors say 
that Dr. Simpson has only a small 
chance of recovery. 
Statements from Dr. Simpson and 
from Mrs. Horner as to the circum­ 
stances attending the shooting dis- | 
agree. 
The dentist says that he had 
received word that his wife intended 
to sue him for a divorce and that he ! 
went to the Horner home to talk with 
her about it. 
He says he rang the 
door bell and upon receiving no re- , 
sponse peered through the door pane 
Asked Her to Open the Door. 
He saw Mrs. Horner, he says, and 
called to her to open the door. 
Then, 
Dr. 
Simpson 
says, 
Mrs. 
Horner 
grabbed up a revolver and shot him. 
The bullet entered his body above ihe i 
abdomen and he fell back against the 
door sill. 
A second shot was fired at 
him, he says, but the bullet wrent wild. 
Mrs. Horner does 
not 
deny th6 
shooting, but she claims justification. I 
Through her lawyer, Rowland Miles 
she said that Dr. Simpson had sev 
eral times called at the house and ‘ 
that his visits were unwelcome. 
When he came she says that she 
ordered him away, and wrhen he re­ 
fused to go she took up a revolve! 
and 
shot 
him. 
Constable 
Hansen, 
W’ho arrested Simpson in 1905, wrhen . 
the dentist shot Mrs. Horner’s hus­ 
band, arrested Mrs. Horner. 
She was 
charged with felonious assault. 
The second tragedy at the Horner 
homestead is only another chapter in 
a series of unhappy domestic events 
of the past few years. 
The shooting 
of Bartley T. Horner by Dr. Simpson 
aroused the countryside in December, 
1905, and when the dentist was put 
on trial his wife took 
the witness 
stand against him. 
Mrs. Horner also 
gave damaging testimony against her 
son-in-law. 
Dr. Simpson was going 
through the manual of arms with a 
shotgun when he accidentally shot his 
father-in-law. 
After the verdict of acquittal Dr. 
Simpson resumed the practice of den­ 
tistry. 
He opened a suite of offiees 
on Fifth avenue, New York, but he 
had lost many clients and of late he 
had sought financial aid. 
Mrs. Simpson said that while she 
was not present when her 
mother 
fired the shot at Dr. Simpson, she 
believed her mother absolutely justi­ 
fied and said Dr. Simpson got what 
he deserved.

How Settlers and Engineers Co-op­ 
erate In Big Enterprise— System Aids 
In Promoting Harmony and Hurrying 
Completion of Tasks In Hand. 


A new step In the extension of the 
huge governm ent works for the recla­ 
mation of tin* arid western lands that 
has recently been introduced with ev­ 
ery prospect of added success Is co­ 
operation betw een the farmers and the 
United States engineers, by which the 
former dig their own branch canals, 
bringing the water to their lauds so 
much the earlier. 
The first tryout of the plan Is in the 
Minidoka irrigation project in Idaho, 
where the farmers have undertaken to 
excavate spo.ooo cubic yards of earth 
Iii the extension of lateral ditches. All 
that the farmer has to have is a team 
of horses and a strong back, and it en­ 
ables those who have gone west with 
little money to get a substantial start. 
The work is paid for in certificates of 
ten dollar denominations, which the 
government agrees to accept in pay­ 
ment for water rights. 
C. J. Blanchard, statistician of the 
United States reclamation service, in 
passing through Chicago the other day 
on his way west, where he will take 
official cognizance of the results of the 
first year’s tilling of the erstwhile bar­ 
ren lands, told of the benefits, says the 
Chicago Post, that already have fol­ 
lowed the co-operative plan and of the 
results assured from its extension. 
“The immediate work which the gov­ 
ernment is able to perforin in the 
prosecution of the general irrigation 
plan will be increased one-third,” said 
Mr. Blanchard, “by allowing the farm­ 
ers who have settled these new lands 
to turn in their labor Instead of their 
money. 
“While the government has a $40,- 
000,000 fund invested In this reclama­ 
tion undertaking, a large sum in the 
aggregate, but uoue too big when 
spread over the large field of opera­ 
tions, the limit of capacity has been 
nearly reached, so that the work can 
progress in certain directions only as 
fast as the money returns to th© fuud 
from those sections where the irriga­ 
tion enterprises have been completed 
and the settlers have begun to repay 
In annual installments the cost of the 
works. 
“But wThile the original plan contem­ 
plated the prosecution of all the work 
by the government forces, to be paid 
for by the beneficiaries in the follow­ 
ing ten years, the gain Is so much 
greater when the people most Inter­ 
ested can step in and actually do part 
of the work. 
The farmers gain be­ 
cause In many Instances they can give 
their services better than make money 
payments, and they get the water just * 
so much sooner. 
“It must be understood at the outset 
that the government does not issue the 
certificates with which the water users 
are paid for their work. 
The govern-1 
ment accepts certificates for the work 
performed, but they are Issued by an 
Incorporated association of the water 
users themselves. 
“This question came up in Washing­ 
ton at the time that the currency meas­ 
ure was under consideration, and be­ 
fore the system was explained the 
question was asked, What Is the use i 
of the currency bill if the government 
can Issue scrip? 
“In the Minidoka project there are 
Borne 25,CKK) to 30,000 acres that will ! 
be watered now’ by the co-operative , 
method. The plan has recently been In­ 
troduced In the Milk river project in I 
Montana, where an area equally large 
will be watered in the same way. 
“The government In this matter has I 
followed the precedent established by i 
many 
private irrigation 
companies, 
which have found the plan eminently 1 
successful. There Is still another and i 
most Important advantage certain to 
result. 
“When you turn water Into a big new I 
farming region of 200.000 acres or so, 
well settled by home seekers, many of 
whom are strangers to the country and 
even to agricultural pursuits, you are 
bound to have disagreements unless 
you can get them working together in 
some common undertaking. 


I 
“The question of water rights has 
given rise to more disputes than almost 
( any other one thing. Here is an oppor- j 
tunlty for them all to take a hand in j 
the work, to become interested in the 
success of the undertaking as a whole, 
as well as to gain employment where 
many otherwise would be Idle, waiting 
for the water to make crops possible.” I

OHN WOHTTl KEHS, the man 
who bas lw*on chosen by the 
I ic river convention to he the run­ 
ning mate of William J. Bryan. 
known as one of tin* most valiant 
champions of Democracy in the Hoo­ 
f e r State. 
It is true that in tile m a­ 
jority of the political contests in which 
be has figured he lins been on the los­ 
ing side, but that has not had the ef­ 
fect of lessening his popularity or 
relegating 
him 
into 
the 
obscurity 
which is the usual fate of the oft de­ 
feated candidate for political honors. 
It is admitted by all of those who 
are at all conversant with the political 
Situation in Indiana that Mr. Kern is 
far and away the most popular Demo­ 
crat in the state. 
This fact has been 
made apparent on num erous occasions 
H e has been twice honored by his p ar­ 
ly with the nomination for governor 
and has also been the Democratic can­ 
didate for United States senator. 
It is not by his political associates 
alone that Mr. Kern is held in high 
repute. 
Men of all political creeds 
bn ve learned to like him and to ap­ 
preciate his sterling worth. 
Although 
ever since his entry into political life 
be has been accounted an extrem e par­ 
ty man, he has never perm itted him­ 
self even during tho heat of a political 
campaign to Indulge in personalities 


j out his shingle in Kokomo and began 
business on his own book. 
From the 
very first day he was a pronounced 
success in obtaining business, and his 
luck In bringing his cases to a favor­ 
able conclusion soon became prover­ 
bial. 
In an incredibly short time he es­ 
tablished a business second to none in 
the prosperous county town, and his 
prospects were exceedingly bright. 
He came by his political creed very 
naturally. 
Ills father was a so called 
Democrat of the old school, having Im­ 
bibed his political ideas in the atmos­ 
phere of Monticello, near which he was 
born. Thomas Jefferson was the elder 
K ern’s political ideal, and he made a 
point of training his clever son in the 
sam e faith.

This preponderance of Republican 
sentim ent in his im mediate vicinity, 
however, did not discourage him.

ing estnbushed a reputation for ability 
1 and uprightness in a community which

or descended to the abuse of any of 
his political antagonists. 
He is es­ 
teemed throughout the state as a man 
of high ideals and pure motives. 
In 1900 Mr. Kern received the nom­ 
ination for governor, but he went down 
to defeat with Mr. Bryan. 
Again in 
3904 he was given another opportu­ 
nity, hut the sorry political fortune of 
the previous campaign was repeated. 
Although he was regarded as one of 
Hr. Bryan’s stanchest friends, he was 
tho first Indiana man of any especial 
prominence to come out for Judge Al­ 
ton B. Parker, whom be supported loy­ 
ally without in any way endangering 
his friendship for the man from Ne­ 
braska. Thus it is th a t he is today one 
of Mr. Bryan’s closest friends and ad­ 
mirers. 
Mr. Kern is a native son of the 
Hoosier State, born in Howard county, 
near Kokomo, in 1849. Ile is of south­ 
ern extraction, his father having emi­ 
grated from Virginia in 1830 and be­ 
coming one of the pioneers of Howard 
county, where he practiced medicine 
for several years. 
When John was 
five years of age his parents decided 
to remove to Iowa, and the family re­ 
mained in that state until the lad was 
fifteen. 
Soon after the Kerns had 
returned to their old home their son 
entered the State Normal school aud 
afte r a short period of preparation be­ 
came a district school teacher in How­ 
ard county. 
After he had succeeded 
in saving a little money he entered 
the University of Michigan as a mem­ 
b er of the freshman class. 
H is means were not sufficient to ad­ 
m it of regular attendance at the uni­ 
versity, and in* was obliged to take 
aevera! l o n g intermissions in order to 
earn the mouey nccc-sary to complete 
his course. 
Tint 
lie was resolute In 
the detent)!nation to obtain an educa 
tion, and he permitted n o hardship to 
turn him from his purpose. 
When he 
(Was graduated h e carried off all the 
honors to w h i a he was eligible, and 
his record was most gratifying of any 
member of the class. 


Successful at an Early Age. 
At a very early ago Kern had de­ 
cided to enter the legal profession, and 
when he returned home from college 
he set about the achievem ent of his 
heart’s desire w ithout delay. 
As soon 
aa he w as adm itted to the bar he bung 


was so opposed to him iu political 
views, and he accepted the situation 
and devoted himself to the task of 
building up his business. 
It was not 
long until he had arrived at a legal 
eminence v, hic!) seemed to him suffi­ 
cient to warrant a Hight into the polit­ 
ical field. 
With this end in view he 
came out as a candidate for the legis­ 
lature and at once entered on a vigor­ 
ous campaign. 
Although the circum­ 
stances of the case did not seem to jus­ 
tify the experiment and all his friends 
were opposed to the venture, he ac­ 
tually came within a few votes of se­ 
curing the election. 
He carried the 
city in which he lived, but could not 
secure the country districts. 
It was 
actually a great trium ph for the young 
Democratic lawyer, and it added im­ 
mensely to his reputation as a man o 
nerve without In any w ay detracting 
from his character. 
In 1878 Kern was elected city attor­ 
ney of Kokomo, and w hen his term 
expired he was accorded a re-election. 
While serving in this capacity he made 
an excellent record. 
D uring his two 
term s law' and order w ere dominant, 
and it became a current saying in Ko­ 
komo that there was no necessity to 
bolt -the door as long as Kern, wast on 
the w'atch. 
In the state election of 1884 Mr. 
K ern 
was elected 
reporter of the 
suprem e court on the Democratic tick­ 
et. 
In this responsible position he 
proved most efficient and conscientious 
and won many powerful friends. 
At 
the close of his term he settled in In­ 
dianapolis and soon became closely 
identified with the business interests 
and policies of th at grow ing capital. 
He was elected to the state senate in 
1892 and did adm irable service In the 
legislature. 
From 1897 to 1901 Mr. 
K ern was city attorney of Indianapolis 
under Mayor Tom Taggart, the nation­ 
al chairm an of the Democratic party. 
He took a very prom inent part in the 
great political battle of 1890 and was 
identified with the fortunes of Mr. 
B ryan in the state of Indiana. 


Redhot Campaigner. 
The gubernatorial campaign of 1904, 
into which Mr. Kern was practically 
drafted by party dem ands, left him in 
an Impaired physical condition, and he 
was obliged to relinquish his business 
activities for some tim e and go away 


I oii) home to recuperate. 
Ile con­ 
ducted a 
whirlwind 
campaign that 
year, 
making 
a 
great 
num ber 
of 
speeches and traveling over a greater 
part of the state. 
He is regarded as a 
redhot campaigner and is an orator of 
force and eloquence. 
He was the 
friend of Hendricks and Voorhees and 
nerved with those groat political lights 
in many well fought battles. 
Mr. Kern is a I to vc the middle height. 
of slight Im lid and active nervous- 
temperament. 
An able constitutional 
lawyer, he arraigns the present Re 
publican adm inistration severely foi 
usurpation of pow’er and the state ad­ 
m inistration for its enactm ent of the 
so called “ripper” bill, which he claims 
was used for partisan purposes by the 
Republican governor. 
Mr. 
Kern 
is 
dark hnlred and has a erop of flowing 
w hiskers and is a most im pressive per­ 
sonality generally. 
Family Socially Prominent. 
The Kern family is prom inent so­ 
cially in Indianapolis. 
Mrs. Kern is a 
brilliant woman, endowed w ith a live­ 
ly wit, and the Kern home Is the cen­ 
ter of a refined circle composed of the 
most Intellectual people of the notably 
intellectual capital of Indiana. 
It is no secret that the Kern boom 
has l»een the particularly pet hobby of 
the Democratic chairman, Tom Tag 
ga rf, who announced to his friends on 
the eve of Ids departure for Denver 
that he should never return unless 
John Kern were given the nomination 
for the vice presidency. 
It has long 
been known in Indiana political circles 
that Taggart has always considered 
bis friend to lie first class presidential 
timber, and lie saw no especial reason 
why he should not be given first place 
on the ticket if the 
Nebraska man 
failed to make good. 
T aggart’s deter­ 
mination to promote the advancement 
of his friend was the cause of much 
m errim ent at Denver, although those 
w'bo are personally acquainted with 
the nominee are of the opinion that 
| Kern is big enough 
to 
justify the 
chairm an’s admiration. 
When His Aim Was Poor. 
A story illustrative of K ern’s dispo­ 
sition to grow restive under disap 
pointment comes from 
Indianapolis. 
When he was a member of the state 
legislature he introduced a bill which 
was defeated. 
It was a m atter in 
which he felt a great personal interest. 
; and when the vote was counted agains’ 
it he rose in his place, accused the 
speaker in no undecided term s of kill 
ing his bill, and, hurling a bulky type­ 
w ritten copy of the measure at the 
head of the presiding officer, shouted, 
‘‘If you won’t pass It, eat it!” 
For 
tunately for everybody the irate legis­ 
lator’s aim was defective and the pon­ 
derous missile went wide of the mark. 
The speaker saw the humor of the sit­ 
uation and was disposed to make a 
joke of it. 
So it happened th at the 
hasty legislator did not suffer from 
the consequences of his indiscretion 
It is altogether to ids credit that ii 
short time for reflection convinced him 
that he had been an offender and in 
lost no time In making the propel 
apology. 
The friendship between T aggart and 
Kern is really something out of the or 
dlnnry. 
At the St. Louis convention 
the latter might have been considered 
seriously as a vice presidential candi­ 
date but for his determ ination to put 
no obstacle in the way of T aggart’s 
candidacy for the national chairm an­ 
ship. 
When the party leaders went to 
K ern aud almost importuned him to 
perm it them to use his name in con 
nection with the vice presidency he de 
dared th at he would not be mentioned 
for the place because he w anted In­ 
diana’s share of the glory to go to Tag­ 
gart, who was a man that deserved a1! 
he could get. 
He even went to Nev. 
York to urge Judge Farker to stand 
for T aggart for the chairm anship. 
He 
obtained a proxy from a w estern mem­ 
ber of the committee, and he it was 
who placed Taggart in nomination at 
the meeting in New York at which his 
friend was made chairman. 
A Free Silver Champion. 
Perhaps 
the 
most 
telling 
charge 
which will be made against Kern in 
j the coming campaign is his more or 
less sudden conversion from an ardent 
advocate of gold coinage into a cham ­ 
pion of free silver at IO to I. 
It will 
be remem bered that at the outset ho 
was a gold advocate, speaking at a 
public meeting in Indianapolis in 189t’> 
against w hat he then term ed the “free 
silver craze.” 
The leaders of the gold 
movement remembered K ern's “deser­ 
tion,” as they were pleased to term it. 
and when he ran for governor they 
withheld from him many of the votes 


J which he m ight otherwise have con­ 
trolled. 
But in spite of his som ew hat mixed 
political tendencies Mr. K ern is cer­ 
tain to find many warm friends in In­ 
diana among the members of all par- 
I ties. 
Personally he is liked by al­ 
most everybody.

14.—Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor and the head of 
3,000,000 voters of organized labor af­ 
filiated with the federation, will sup­ 
port W illiam J. Bryan in the coming 
campaign. 
In political circles here 
this announcem ent overshadowed all 
other events, even the arrival of John 
W. Kern, the vice presidential nom­ 
inee. Mr. Gompers’ support was prom­ 
ised to the ticket, but he specifically 
denied any present intention of taking 
the stum p in the coming campaign. 
Reports gained currency that the la­ 
bor leader would speak from the plat­ 
form, but he m ade no such announce­ 
ment. 
As he left Fairview after a 
fifteen-m inutes’ 
interview 
with 
Mr. 
Bryan, his m anner was enthusiastic 
and his promises satisfying to Mr. 
Bryan. 
At present it is believed there will 
be no need for Mr. Gompers’ services 
in an oratorical sense. 
Mr. Gompers 
does not expect to be called upon to 
speak publicly in the campaign. 
The 
Republican convention, he asserts, ig­ 
nored the demands of labor, while the 
Democrats 
acknowledged 
them 
in 
their platform. 
His course is clear; 
he will do what is demanded of him 
In the interests of 
labor, best ex­ 
pressed in the platform adopted at 
Denver. 
As the situation is at pres­ 
ent, Mr. Gompers’ efffforts can be 
better expended elsew here 
than on 
the speaker’s stand. 
Accompanied by O ther Leaders. 
In his interview with Mr. Bryan, 
Mr. Gombers was attended by Frank 
Morrison, secretary of the federation, 
and 
Jam es 
Duncan, 
also 
a 
labor 
leader. 
The 
representatives 
of organized 
labor and Vice Presidential Nominee 
Kern and party reached “Bryan sta­ 
tion” by trolley car. 
Mr. Bryan, in 
his fedora hat and alpaca coat, went 
to greet them. 
“Ah, there is the vice president,” 
observed the leader of 
the 
ticket, 
smiling and extending his hand. 
W hat Mr. Kern said in reply was 
lost in the confusion, but his smile 
was reassuring as he shook hands 
with the standard bearer of his party. 
The presidential and vice presiden­ 
tial nominees, arm in arm, led the 
way to the Bryan home, followed by 
Abram Simmons, delegate-at-large to 
the 
convention; 
John 
E. 
Osborne, 
member of the stale central commit­ 
tee of Indiana, and U. S. Jackson, 
chairm an of the committee. Mr. Jack­ 
son, after Talking with Mr. Bryan, de­ 
clared that Indiana would go for Bry­ 
an by 10,000 votes. 
He based this 
prediction on a canvass 
which 
he 
said he had been making since the 
middle of January. 
He anticipated 
the 
enrollm ent of many 
Roosevelt 
Republicans on the Bryan list. 
Mr. Bryan told his visitors th at it 
had been reported he would m ake 
a front porch cam paign; he was by 
no m eans certain of this, but adm itted 
that he had promised to m ake a 
speech 
in 
Chicago 
on 
Labor day. 
Aside from this single date the can­ 
didate for the presidency had made 
no plans.
